Records Show Increase 

In Spread 



State Re-elect Officers

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Although regarded i>y the people of 
lUlnois with equal dread, a recent 
compilation of stallstlcs c9ncoTnluB 
the relative spread of typhoid fever 
ond small pox reveals the fact that 
case reports of the former are 20 per 
cent below tho record low Incidence 
In 1929, while those of the laltor 
were larger than they have been In 
nearly a decade before. The record 
shows ' that they ,were more than 
double that tor any previous year 
since' 1923 when 2.117 cases wore 
reglBtered. 

Rising higher above the Incidence 
for any previous year slnc^ 1923, 
diphtheria prevalence stands -21 per 
cent above the 1928 recoM. Even 
though 71 per cent of the cases this 
year havo-boen In Chicago, there has 
been a ten per cent Increase In 
prevalence In the state outside of that 

city. 
\ Standing Ihlrty-flve per cent above 
,*-^1'nhat of 1928 scarlet fever Is very 
' widely distributed. Furthermore tho 
fatality rate has been somewhat high- 
er this year than last, 1.9 cases out of 
i hundred ending in death as com- 
pared to 1.2 In 1928.

Because the attack of the citizenry 
on the Tuilerles In I'urls on August 
lu, 1702, has been ably described by 
historians and authors, little can be 
ud<lcd to make the picture compleie, a 
writer in tho Detroit News remarks. 
But nt Lucerne, Switzerland, there Is 
a monument that adds a detail, by no 
means least to this picture of the 
overthrow of Louis XVl and Morle 
Antoinette, 

This monument Is known as thH 
Lion of Lucerne and Is the figure of 
a Hon cut lu the solid rock of a little 
park at one extremity of the city. 
The Hon la sorely wounded with a 
broken spear, hut la guarding with 
his dying strength a shield embla- 
zoned with Uio rtcur-de-lls of the 
BourboDs. 

It Is a monument to the courage 
and fidelity of the Swiss guard which 
was massacred by ehe i^rench citizens 
In the revolt against tlietr monarch.

Artists accustomed to Inserting a 
new moon In u picture In tho moat 
artistic position often transgress tbe 
Inwa of noturo, as tlio horns of the 
crescent moon must always point In a 
dellnlte direction, depending primarily 
on tho Inlltudo of tho ohservcr. 

In the north temperate zone the new 
moon aa seen just after Funsct always 
points upward and. to tho left In this 
latitude the sun circles to tho south 
nnd, us It approaches the western hor 
Izon descends obllnucly from left to 
right Tho new moon, following the 
fiun. takes approximately the same 
course, nnd since tho boms always 
point nway from tbe sun. ilicy turn 
upward nnd to the left 

In the aouthern part of the earth 
the reverse la true, while in tho trop- 
ics tho horns point almost directly up- 
ward* The position of tho old moon 
08 It rises In tho morning la tho re- 
verse' of that of tho new moon aa 
Tlewed from tho same latitude, — Popu 
lap Mechanics Magazine.

When the season advances and ap- 
plca lose much of their flavor add a 
bit of grated rind and some of the 
Juleo of a lemon to each apple pIc. 
- Preserved pineapple In cubes, lemon 
with a clove stuck In the quarter slice, 
adds much to the flavor of a cup of 
tea. Use loaf sugar to grato the flavor 
from well washed orange rind. Keep 
this well covered and the flavor will 
bo Imparted to the tea- 
■ When baking potatoes, pnrholl them 
for ten minutes until thoroughly heat- 
ed. Tlioy bake quicker, saves fuel, 
both Iteina Interesllug to the house- 
wife. 

A glass of orange Juice la good for 
the baby or his great grandmother. 
If troubled with ncld stomach, heart 
bum or kindred troubles, drink or- 
ange juice; It counteracts the ncld 
and overcomes tlie trouble. 

An orange at night la as good as an 
apple n day, tci keep the body func- 
tioning properly. 

Soak a broom In strong salt water 
and wash It weekly In the suds left 
trom the laundry tabs. Always hang 
a broom or stand It tipsldo down. 

Where tobacco la freely used In the 
home, place a dish of water In the 
room to absorb Uio odors during the

Grease spots on clothing nwy bO' 
removed If covered thickly with tal- 
cum powder and allowed to hang for 
a day or two. The powder wUl absorb 
nil grease. 

Blood stains on woolens may bo re- 
moved If cornstarch Is applied ntonco. 
It Boak« up the color and when dry 
will brush clean. 

Potatoes well greased before put- 
ting Into the oven will make the skin 
thin ana tender, and easily removed. 
When stove has a crack, mend 
■ with equal parts of wood ashes and 
ealt mixed with yater to moisten. Fill 
the crack. It bakes and becomes hard. 
Place scorched linen, dampened. In 
strong Bunllght, Keep dampening as 
U dries.

Impaired hearts and many other de- 
llclencles du not manifest themselves 
through pain at oil. Indetd. so clever 
are they at concealing their existence 
that an Investigation by a physician 
Is required to bring thera to light. 

Young school children deserve to 
start their school careers "at ^cratch." 
This advantage will not he theirs un- 
less they are physically ttt. Get them 
thoroughly examined for bodily de- 
fects. Give ihem their chnncft. They

Consequently, many re- 
sign themselves to their condition, op- 
timistically anticipating that diatnnr, 
though effective, event commonly 
known as the fall frosL 

Science, so. miraculous In ninny de- 
partments of life, has not shunned the 
hay fever victim, however. Speaking 
In aggregates, immense as It Is In lu 
self, there la only n comparatively 
small minority of Individuals In this 
country who possesR an unusual sen- 
I sUlvencss to the pollens of certain 
I plants, weeds, grasses and trees. 
This llraUed cuusltlvo field hoa made 
possible the development of a coun- 
teracting serum. 

However, It becomes necessary In 
the first place to djscover the partic- 
ular pollen that Is causing, the trou- 
ble of each Individual. And this can- 
not be done without making a visit 
to; a physician prepared to make tests 
with the pollen extracts that logically 
may be suspected of creating the dif- 
ficulty. 

Fortunately, such a test Is exceed- 
ingly Mmple and painless. A needle 
prick carries n bit of each extract un- 
der the skin. The particular criminal 
doing the damage Is promptly dis- 
closed by way of a slight local reac- 
tion. All the other extracts remain 
neutral. Thus caught. Inoculations 
for that type are administered over 
a period of weeks. Immunity, how- 
ever, must be established before the 
pollen season arrives. U Is too late 
to resort to this treatment after the 
onset of the attack. 

While this sclentlflc weapon U not 
always 100 per cent effective, Us uv- 
omge of success Is sufilclently high 
to Justify all wheezers 'and sneezers 
to give It a trial. Wheezers and 
sneezers, take notice.

The reported excovatlon nt Agrl- 
gebto (OrlgentI), in southern Sicily, 
of a group of Greek altars In conjunc- 
tion with Neolithic axes and archaic 
pottery brought to light not only moro 
altars, both Greek and noraan, but 
nlao an object of exceptlonnrintcrest 
At flrst It appeared, to bo an ordinary 
terra cotta drainpipe with a collar 
decoration at one end,, but Professor 
Marconi Identlflod It as the very rare 
Imago of nn "Unknown God," the col- 
lar being a frontal plait of hnlr with 
a human car to each end, this Indi- 
cating personality, but without Iden- 
tifying features. This furnishes a 
striking Illustration of;* St. Paul's ser- 
mon on Mars hill (Areopagus) to the 
Athenians. In which ho snys that he 
has seen an altar' dedicated to "An 
Unknown God." Further evacuotloir 
will- he made at tho'eltet which was 
apparently set apart for worship by 
Sikols, Greeks nnd Uomans for at 
least 1,000 years; It Is quite close 
to Iho temple of Castor and Pollux,
